Kissinger's 
Turkish visit 
is called off 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger's visit to 
Turkey has been canceled, caretaker 
Premier Bulent Ecevit announced 
today Kissinger was expected Friday. 


Kissinger was to come to Turkey at 


the end of his current Middle East 
peacekeeping 
swing for discussions 


with Turkish leaders on the Cyprus 
question and the cutoff of U.S. military 
aid to Turkey. 


Bulent earlier abandoned attempts to 


form a government for the second time 
since the beginning of a political crisis 
seven weeks ago. 


Kissinger met in Amman today with 


King Hussein of Jordan. After a stop in 
Damascus, the Syrian capital he was to 
spend the night in Israel, then go on to 
Turkey on Friday to try to open the door 
to negotiations for a Cyprus settlement. 


But Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit 


announced that Kissinger's trip to Tur- 
key had been canceled. He made the an- 
nouncement , as 2,000 students at An- 
kara's Middle East Technical 
University staged a campus demonstra- 
tion with signs reading, 
"Kissinger 


murderer." 


Kissinger on his arrival in Amman 


said once more that the purpose of his 
whirlwind tour was "to get the judg- 
ment of various leaders about prospects 
for peace. 


"I want to reiterate that we attach 


greatest importaance to Jordan," he 
added. 


Jordan's stake in a setlement with Is- 


rael was greatly reduced last week when 
the other Arab leaders at the summit 
conference in Rabat prevailed on Hus- 
sein to renounce Jordan's claim to the 
West Bank of the Jordan River. This 
cleared the way for the summit to recog- 
nize the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion as the government of a future Pa- 
lestinian state on the West Bank, and 
Hussein then said Israel's withdrawal 
from that occupied territory was now 
the PLO's problem, not his. 


Despite Israel's refusal to negotiate 


with the PLO-because of its terrorist 
war against the Jewish state, Kissinger 
on Wednesday seemed to leave open the 
possibility of contacts between him and 
the guerrilla leaders. 


"We will remain in close contact with 


all of the parties and encourage prog- 
ress wherever the possibility exists," he 
told newsmen in Cairo. 


Hussein called a special session of the 


Jordanian parliament Sunday to make 
the constitutional changes severing the 
West. Bank from his country. Informed 
sources said this would be the prelude to 
a sharp reduction of ftie Palestinians in 
parliament and the upper levels of gov- 
ernment service. 


Cabinet sources said the government 


of Premier Zaid Rifai, a West-Bank Pa- 
lestinian, is expected to resign Monday 
or Tuesday. But the sources said Rifai is 
likely to head a new cabinet in which 
there will be minimum Palestinian rep- 
resentation. 


There now are 650,000 Palestinians 


living in the occupied territory west of 
the-river, and a million on the East 
Bank. Many of the latter are refugees 
from the West Bank, but Hussein has 
promised all those on the east side they 
will have a choice of remaining Jorda- 
nian.or moving to the new Palestine. 


Meanwhile,- Israeli Information Min- 


ister Aharon Yariv told a news confer- 
ence that subversive activity in the oc- 
cupied zones had increased since the 
summit meeting and warned: "We will 
not be ruthless but we will be firm." 


He said the Israelis had been conduct- 


ing a dialogue with the Arabs in the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip since they 
were occupied in the 1967 war, a seed of 
coexistence had been planted, and Israel 
would not permit the PLO "to upset this 
dialogue." 


Yariv denied the charge, made by an 


exiled Palestinian leader in Beirut, that 
Israeli forces had made 1,200 arrests on 
the West Bank in recent weeks and had 
jailed 180 Arabs who signed a petition 
backing the PLO. Yariv said there had 
been 50 arrests since the Arab summit 
conference, and none of them were sign- 
ers of the PLO petition. 
Argentina 
acts against 
terrorists

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) - 


With political assassinations occurring 
at the rate of more than one a day, Presi- 
dent Isabel Peron has returned Argen- 
tina to an official state of siege. 


Under the decree signed by Mrs. Pe- 


ron Wednesday, the government can 
hold anyone indefinitely without trial. 
Anyone can be banished to remote cor- 
ners of the country. Public meetings are 
prohibited. 


The proclamation came as a surprise 


but caused little excitement. A state of 
siege has been in effect in Argentina for 
most of the past 40 years. Chile, Brazil, 
Paraguay, and Uruguay also are in a 
state of siege. 


"The state of siege is a constitutional 


tool that will not alter the political life of 
the country," said Antonio Troccoli, the 
congressional leader of the Radical Ci- 
vic Union, the largest antigovernment 
party. 


But there was widespread concern 


that the state of siege would not end the 
terrorism. 


In the 130 days since President Juan 


D. Peron became president and his 
widow succeeded him, at least-136 per- 
sons have been murdered by left-wing 
or right-wing terrorists. 


Among the victims have been former 


Interior Minister Arturo Mor Roig; 
newspaper publisher David Krailser- 
burd; leftist congressman Rodolfo Or- 
tega Pena; Silvio Frondizi, brother of a 
former president; Federal Police Chief 
Alberto Villar; union leaders and a 
number of army officers. 


Interior Minister Alberto Rocamora 


said the state of siege was necessary be- 
cause of rumors that an unidentified 
group planned to bomb schoolrooms. 
Thousands kept their children home 
Wednesday because of the rumors. 


The violence in Argentina is the work 


of at least three terrorist organizations. 


The Montonero guerrillas are extreme 


leftists in the Peronist youth movement 
who have declared open war on Mrs. Pe- • 
ron. In retaliation, the ultra-conserva- 
tive Argentine Anti-Co*mmunist Al- 
liance has been torturing and gunning 
down leftists. And the Marxist People's 
Revolutionary Army (ERP) has been 
killing army officers in retaliation for 
ERP guerrillas it charges were mur- 
dered in prison. 


The guerrilla groups are well armed 


and highly organized in secret cells. The 
government is expected to concentrate 
its campaign on the leftists, believing 
that if they are wiped out right-wing ter- 
rorism will disappear. 


Hope to balance 
budget fading fast 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Adminis- 


tration hopes that President Ford can 
balance the federal budget for the first 
time in seven years are fading fast, 
Treasury Department officials believe. 


They chiefly blame the sagging econ- 


omy, which they feel will reduce the rev- 
enues the government would obtain in 
corporate and individual income taxes. 
In addition, they expect new spending 
pressures from Congress to ease reces- 
sion and unemployment. 


"My guess at the moment is that the 


revenue prospect for fiscal 1976 makes it 
difficult to assure a balanced budget 
for that year," said Sidney Jones, coun- 
selor to Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon. 


"The challenge for 1976 is to keep the 


spending side of the budget under con- 
trol," said Jones in an interview. 
"There is a great risk of it getting out of 
hand." 


Another key Treasury official, who 


did not want to be quoted by name, 
agreed with Jones' assessment that a 
balanced budget would be difficult to 
achieve, especially because of the sag- 
ging economy. 


In addition, ihis official said 


Tuesday's election iesults, which gave 
substantial z^r-A to tne Democrats 
means "we will end up with an ex- 
tremely liberal 94th Congress. 


"Congress will find it extremely diffi- 


cult to resist big spending." 


The Ford administration strategy will 


be to get as much of its economic pro- 
gram through the final weeks of the 
lame-duck 93rd Congress, including the 
5 per cent income surtax, which already 
has met with considerable opposition. 


Jones said the administration feels 


the Ford tax program — which also in- 
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eludes an increase in the investment tax 
credit and tax exemptions for dividends 
on preferred stock — will stand a better 
chance of passage in the existing Cong- 
ress. 


In a speech in Chicago Wednesday 


night, Simon said, in effect, that the 
existing Congress will be irresponsible 
if it fails to enact the Ford program 
promptly. 


"If the Congress refuses to act in the 


next few weeks, we should recognize 
that position for what it is — a con- 
scious, deliberate decision to let infla- 
tion rage on," Simon said. 


He added that inflation has helped 


place American free enterprise system 
"in grave danger today." 
• Simon said the administration will not 
retreat from its program, despite the 
election results, although it will be will-

PORT HARDY. B.C. (AP) - Can 


an isolated island community which 
has long complained of neglect from 
British Columbia and Canadian offi- 
cials find happiness as part of 
Alaska and the United States? 


Even the leader of the secessionist 


movement in the Mount Waddington 
Regional District admits he doesn't 
know, but he says he is anxious to 
try. 


Last month the District Board 


voted to propose the move to the 
governor of Alaska, naming Port 
Hardy Mayor Brian Klaver as 
ambassador to the 49th state. 


Klaver said Wednesday there had 


been no reply to the letter, mailed 


about two weeks ago. The letter 
asked if Alaska would be interested 
in acquiring 8,000 square miles of 
Canadian property with rich timber, 
fishing and mining resources and 
12,000-15.000 inhabitants. 


"We're the ones that are living out 


here, without the amenities, 
providing the raw materials for 
those people living elsewhere who do 
have the amenities," he said. 


"If Alaska is interested in having 


us join them, perhaps we'll be able 
to get the services we deserve." 


The district encompasses the 


northern tip of Vancouver Island and 
a bit of the British Columbia 
mainland about 300 miles southeast 


of the southern tip of Alaska. 


Access is limited to poorly main- 


tained logging roads and two visits 
a day by an aging, inadequate and 
expensive ferry, Klaver said. 


He said old-timers recall promises 


of a government highway as far back 
as 1928 over a route reportedly sur- 
veyed by British royal engineers. 


Klaver said there are problems in 


private financing for water, sewer 
and other services. 


"Small areas don't have the tax 


base that larger districts do," 
Klaver said. "They can't go into debt 
because they don't have enough 
people to pay off the debts." 


He said that those who live in the 


area are mostly young people witn 
young children. Near Port Hardy are 
excellent salmon fishing areas, 
major logging and pulp mill opera- 
tions and a large open-pit copper 
mine. 


Klaver said he didn't have figures 


on the area's economy, "but I would 
think it would be pretty substantial 
in terms of the tax dollars that go to 
the provincial government." 


And he says local officials haven't 


told Victoria about the secessionist 
move. 


"They've ignored us. so we're 


ignoring them." he said. "Perhaps 
they'll read about it in the news."

Man hurt 
in blast of 
motor home 


NEW LONDON - A 30-year-old 


Sheboygan man suffered serious burns 
Wednesday afternoon when his motor 
home exploded near the downtown area, 
breaking windows in several nearby 
buildings. 


Earl Hintz, the driver of the vehicle, 


was listed in fair condition at New Lon- 
don Community Hospital, 
suffering 


from first- and second-degree burns to 
the face, neck and other parts of the 
body. 


Windows on five residences and New 


London Lanes, all in the 100 block of E. 
Wolf River Avenue, were broken. One 
house near the biast sustained 18 broken 
windows in the 12:50 p.m. explosion. 
Windows on at least one house a block 
and one-half away were broken, officials 
said. 


Hintz reportedly had filled the tank on 


the vehicle with propane gas at a local 
outlet only minutes before the explosion. 
Hintz apparently had smelled the gas 
and was squatting down next to the mo- 
tor home, checking for a leak, when it 
exploded. 


Debris was thrown more than 100 feet 


from the scene. Police searched the area 
for most of the afternoon in an attempt 
to discover" additional damage. 


Police Chief Jack Algiers asked resi- 


dents in the area to report damage to the 
police department so a more exact esti- 
mate of damage could be made. 


The apparent gas leak is being in- 


vestigated by New London police. They 
have not yet been able to question Hintz, 
but suggested that a pilot light might 
have triggered the explosion. 


An insurance claims adjuster said 


claims from people whose homes were 
damaged probably would be made 
against the insurer of the motor home, 
not against the residents' household pol- 
icies. 


Bolivians in revolt 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) — Soldiers and 


civilians revolted today against the 
three-year-old dictatorial regime of 
President Hugo Banzer and were re- 
ported to have taken over the City Hall 
and p'olice station in Santa Cruz, 330 
miles east of La Paz. • 


Banzer's government claimed, how- 


ever, that only part of a ranger regiment 
in Santa Cruz had rebelled. There were 
unconfirmed reports that the govern- 
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ment dispatched air force planes to 
Santa Cruz. 


It was not known if there wa. any 


shooting. 


The joint military command in La Paz 


announced that the revolt was being led 
by Gens. Julio Prado Montano and Or- 
lando Alvarez and former Minister of 
Public Health Carlos Valverde Barberi. 


First word of the revolt came from a 


clandestine radio station, Voice of Lib- 
erty. A short while later, broadcasts in- 
dicated the rebels had taken control of 
Radio Montero 35 /niles north of Santa 
Cruz. 


Radio Panamericana, which also 


spread the word of the uprising, said it 
was staged by elements of the leftist Na- 
tionalist Revolutionary Movement and 
the Socialist Falange, a rightist group. 


There was no immediate government 


comment and it was not known if there 
was any shooting. 


Radio Panamericana said the revolt 


broke out in Santa Cruz, 330 miles east 
of La Paz, and that the leaders pro- 
claimed victory there. 


It said the uprising was staged by ele- 


ments of the leftist Nationalist Revolu- 
tionary Movement and the Socialist Fa- 
lange, a rightist group. 


The broadcast said former Health 


Minister Carlos Valverde Barberi and 
Gen. Julio Prado were leading the re- 
volt. 


Radio Panamericana had joined other 


Bolivian radio stations in a "National 
Liberation Network" that accused 
Banzer- of "maladministration" and 
said his followers were "lackeys." 


The network said the rebels would re- 


vive nationalism in Bolivia, and that 
Barberi was their "undisputed leader." 


The reported uprising was the latest 


in more than a dozen plots against 
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Greek Cypriots urged 
to accept new federation 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - In a major 


concession to the Turks, President 
Glafcos Clerides has urged his fellow 
Greek Cypriots for the first time pub- 
licly to accept a federation of Greek and 
Turkish Cypriot territory as the only 
realistic solution to the Cyprus crisis. 


"I see no prospect of the Turks accept- 


ing any settlement that does not include 
federation and some geographical basis 
for it," Clerides said in a speech 
Wednesday night. 


"I am sorry if I disappoint you, but we 


must not make the same mistakes as be- 
fore, confuse what we want with what is 
possible." 


He said the Greek Cypriot approach 


before the Turkish invasion of the island 
last July was based on "false assump- 
tions, terrible mistakes and illusions." 


Sfafemenfs on shootings admitted 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Two for- 


mer National Guardsmen on trial in 
connection with the 1970 Kent State Uni- 
versity shootings say in statements ad- 
mitted in court that they shot men ad- 
vancing on them during a campus 
antiwar demonstration. 


The statements were obtained by the 


FBI from James E. Pierce, 30, of 
Amelia Island, Fla., and Lawrence A. 
Shafer, 28, of Ravenna, Ohio, and were 
presented by the prosecution Wednes- 
day. 


In the statements, both men said they 


believed they were in danger. Pierce 


v- 


said he feared he "would not get out 
alive." 


Three of the nine students wounded on 


May 4, 1970, during a confrontation be- 
tween guardsmen and demonstrators 
were among the day's witnesses. The 
gunfire left four students dead. 


Pierce and Shafer gave their state- 


ments to the FBI three days after the 
shootings, which climaxed four days of 
demonstrations by students protesting 
United States military involvement in 
Cambodia. 


They are among eight former guards- 


men charged with willfully assaulting 


and intimidating the gunfire victims 
and others by firing in their direction 
and with depriving the victims and oth- 
ers of their right of freedom against loss 
of liberty without due process of law. 


Pierce's statement said he "heard 


students yelling to kill us," as the troops 
advanced up a hill where the shooting 
occurred and that he felt then that "I 
would no get out alive." 


"I saw a man about 10 feet away with 


a rock in his hand and fired at him and 
the man fell," the Pierce statement 
said. "As he fell, the man appeared to 


be hit. I saw another man with a rock in 
his hand and shot at him but missed." 


Shafer's statement said students be- 


gan to surround the guardsmen as the 
troops moved up the hill. 


"The mood of the mob was hostile and 


I felt I was in danger," Shafer's state- 
ment said. "There was a man advancing 
towards me with his hand upraised in a 
gesture"and his other hand behind him. 
He said he believed the man was plan- 
ning to injure "someone on the hill." 


"I fired at the man because I felt I was 


danger of attack from him," Shafer said 
in his statement. 


He said the main illusion "was that we 


could treat the Turkish Cypriot commu- 
nity as a simple minority, without tak- 
ing into account it was backed by Tur- 
key with a population of 33 million. 


"In reality we are the minority. 
"The problem we face today is that 40 


per cent of Cyprus territory and 70 per 
cent of the island's economic production 
capability are under Turkish occupa- 
tion, that 200,000 Greek Cypriots have 
become refugees and that" the state of 
our economy creates a problem of survi- 
val for the Greek community." 


Clerides has been trying to negotiate a 


settlement with Rauf Denktash, the 
leader of the Turkish Cypriot commu- 
nity. But before the decisive Turkish 
military victory in July, most Greek 
Cypriots would have regarded such ad- 
vice as a betrayal. 


The timing of Clerides' statement — 


just before Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger visits Ankara on. Friday — 
was considered significant. He ap- 
peared to have given Kissinger a pow- 
erful argument to use in urging Turkey 
to open negotiations with Greece. 


"In future negotiations, we must take 


into account, not theoretical solutions, 
but how a mutually acceptable nego- 
tiated settlement can be reached, so that 
the foreign troops can be withdrawn and 
the refugees returned to their homes," 
Clerides said. 


"We must not feel that last week's 


United Nation? resolution on Cyprus set- 
tles the problem of the withdrawal of the 
Turkish troops or the return of the refu- 
gees. 
We must realize there are 40,000 


Turkish troops here."

Q. Is there any yearend tax-cutting 


strategy for you, the taxpayer who has 
invested most of your free cash this year 
in high-interest savings certificates, 
money-market funds and bonds? Can 
you make any wise moves if you now 
have lots of interest income—fixed and 
taxable just as your salary is taxable— 
and if whatever stocks you did buy in 
197-t you hold at sickening losses? 


A. Yes. Go through your list of stocks 


to see if you have any that qualify as 
short-term losers —held for six months 
or less. If ihese appear likely to turn into 
long-term losers, take a sufficient loss 
to offset up to $1,000 of your interest in- 
come. For. as Prentice-Hall's top tax ex- 
perts emphasize, you can use net short- 
term losses to offset up to SI.000 of ordi- 
nary income dollar for dollar. If you 
have long-term losses, you can use them 
IIKI to do the same job. but it will be S2 of 
long-term loss to offset $1 of your tax- 
able interest income. 


Sell, take loss, reinvest 


Q. What if you want to stay in the 


stock because you think it is heading up 
and possibly, quite sewn? 


A. If you're not anticipating the big 


rise in the stock within the next month, 
sell to take your loss for tax purposes, 
wait 3! days and then reinvest in the 
same stock. You must wan the 31 days 
because otherwise, it's a "wash sale." 
and you can't deduct the losses — real 
tax trouble. (It's a wash sale if. within 
30 days before or 30 days after the sale, 
you buy the same securities you sold at a 
loss). " 


If you're afraid to wait the 31 days be- 


cause you might miss out on the action, 
invest in a similar stock in the same in- 
dustry. If the industry is hot and you 
buy a comparable company, your new 
stock almost surely will go up too. 


Under current tax law definitions, the 


gam or loss you realize on a capital asset 
(stocks, bonds, real estate) you've held 
for more than six months is long-term. 
Either (1) half of your long-term gain is 
taxed at your regular rate in the regular 
way. or (2) the first $50.000 is taxed at 25 
per cent and half of any excess is taxed 
at your regular rate. The gain or loss on 
the asset you've held for six months or 
less is short-term. Short-term gains are 
taxed as ordinary income. 


There are some special rules 


The special rules for capital losses are 


(1) net short-term losses can be used to 
offset up to SI,000 of income $1 for SI; 
(2) net long-term losses offset up to 
$1.000 of ordinary income but only on a 
$2 for $1 basis. 


If tax reform legislation before Con- 


gress is passed, long-term gains would 
be given more favorable treatment, de- 
pending on the holding period. More- 
over, capital losses could be used to off- 
set as much as $3,000 of ordinary income 
in one year. 


Q. Should you then hold off taking any 


paper losses now in order to triple your 
benefit next year? 


A. No — for first, this tax reform may 


not even be passed and taxes alone 
should never govern your investment 
strategy. 


Also after offsetting your losses 


against the $1.000 of ordinary income 
this year, any losses that remain unused 
may be carried forward indefinitely. 
When you carry them forward, they still 
retain their status as long-term or short- 
term losses — and the new $3.000 offset 
would apply to these carry-over losses. 


Figure out where you stand 


Before you can make any intelligent 


yearend tax strategy decisions, you 
must figure out exactly where you 
stand. So: 


(1) Add up all your long-term gains 


(if vou have anv after this prolonged 
stock market disaster). Add up all your 
long-term losses. Offset the totals 
against each other. The result is your 
net long-term gain or loss. 


(2) Do the same thing with short-term 


gams and losses to find your net short- 
term gain or loss. 


(3) Compare the net long-term total 


with the net short-term total. If you 
show gam in both departments, treat 
both separately. Add the short-term 
gam to ordinary income. Compute the 
long-term gain under the rules shown 
above. 


(4) If you have more net long-term 


gain than net short-term loss, offset and 
treat the result as your long-term capi- 
tal gain. If.your net short-term gain ex- 
ceeds your net long-term loss, treat the 
net result as short-term gain.

The resolution, according to NSC 


Transit Specialist Mike Pavilon, re- 
flects the thinking of most transit au- 
thorities that have come to grips with 
the problem of the high-altitude shoes. 


According to Pavilon, a number of 


transit authorities, such as the safety- 
award-winning Toronto Transit Com- 
mission, have banned on-the-job wear- 
ing of platform shoes among their oper- 
ators. Many other transit groups, 
Pavilon said, strongly discourage the 
shoes. 


"Busses just aren't built for platform 


shoes, even if an operator is used to 
walking in them," Pavilon said. "The 
bus's brake pedal is likely to get stuck 
in the high instep of a platform shoe if 
the operator has to make an emergency 
stop. The thick soles of the shoes also 
mean that the operator has to lift his 
foot hieher to eet from the accelerator to 
the brake," Pavilon added, "and that 
means the movement takes longer. 


"In an emergency stop," Pavilon con- 


tinued, "a delay of even a fraction of a 
second in braking could make the differ- 
ence between avoiding a crash or being 
involved in one." 


Pavilon said the thick soles on plat- 


form shoes make it more difficult for 
the operator to get the feel of the accel- 
erator and brake. 


As a result, he may apply more or less 


pedal pressure than he thinks he is ap- 
plying. The loss of sensitivity, according 


to Pavilon, could be especially critical in 
congested urban areas where the driver 
must depend on smooth movements of 
the accelerator and brake to maintain 
the proper space cushion between his 
vehicle and the other vehicles in the 
traffic stream. 


"Driving isn't the only part of an op- 


erator's job that is made more hazard- 
ous by wearing platform shoes," Pavi- 
lon continued. 


"The 
high platforms throw their 


wearers off-balance, and several transit 
authorities already have connected plat- 
forms with falls by operators in 'tfus.es 
and on company grounds," he said. 


"The possibility of falling in the bus's 


stairwell or while alighting from the bus 
is especially great," Pavilon said, "be- 
cause the non-flexing sole of a platform 
shoe won't let the foot bend \vhere it 
should." 


According to Pavilon. the best "-ay to 


prevent on-the-job accidents due to plat- 
form shoes is to ban wearing the shoes 
during working hours. 


"Employes who want to uear plat- 


form shoes can carry a pair of thin-soled 
driving shoes to change into before go- 
ing out onto the job," Pavilon ^sug- 
gested. 


"That's a small burden to ask an oper- 


ator to carry for the safety of his passen- 
gers and himself," Pavilon concluded.

Chili stuck 
to bottom of 
granite pan

Q: We just cooked chili sauce in a 


large granite pan and it stuck to the 
bottom and burned there. We don't 
seem to be able to remove all of it. Any 
suggesitons? — Flint. 


A: I sure have because I just finished 


doing the same thing; not chili sauce, 
but zuccini and tomato too liberally ac- 
companied by melted cheese. I used the 
new type oven cleaner just put out by 
Arm and Hammer, and used the same 
technique that worked so well on our 
oven. Sprayed the burned-on gunk lib- 
erally, turned on the heat for a little 
while, let it cool off then wiped it right 
out. (In the oven you leave the heat on 
at 475 for half an hour.) Certainly by- 
passed the elbow grease and patient 
scraping of former years. 


Q: While ironing, my hot iron fell on 


my gold colored rug (part nylon) and 
left a scorched outline on the pile. Is 
there any way, if not to remove the 
scorch mark completely, at least to 
lighten it so it won't be so noticeable? 
— Cleveland. 


A: If the pile is fairly thick and if the 


main part of the scorch mark is pretty 
much on top, snip off the tips of the 
fibers with very sharp nail scissors. 
The very slight depression will hardly 
be noticed. However, if the burn goes 
down fairly deeply, try some careful 
dabs with Clorox. moderately strong. If 
this works, but also takes out the color, 
you can retint with fabric dye. The big 
trick here is mixing a perfect color 
match. Otherwise, have a good carpet 
man put in a patch.

Freed Lithuanian seaman surprised by 
failure to find most Americans starving 


LOCUST. N.J. (AP) - Simas Kudirka 


came to the United States expecting to 
find his new country wracked bv stai 
vat ion. 


That war what propaganda in the So- 


viet Union told him to expect, the -14- 
year-old Lithuanian seaman who was 
freed from a treason sentence said 
Wednesday, his first full day in the 
United States. 


He said he wanted some firsthai I in- 


formation, so he went shopping to &ee if 
there was a shortage of food and to find 
out whether the quality of food in this 
country was poor. 


"That certainly is not the case," said 


Kudirka. whose Soviet prison die was 
such that his teeth began to rot. 


Soviet propaganda depicts the United 


States as gripped by massive unemploy- 
ment and starvation and its workers as 
under the thumb of factory supervisors 
"who want to squeeze out the last bit of 
blood from workers for their personal 
gains and who. with automation ... want 
to get rid of workers," Kudirka said. 


He attempted to escape to the United 


States four years ago only to be returned 
to the Soviets by the Coast Guard. He 
was declared a U.S. citizen while in a So- 
viet prison. 


He is temporarily staying with one of 


the families who worked for his release 
to the United States. Kudirka. his wife, 
two children and mother arrived 
Tuesday from Moscow. 


Still groppmg with adjustment, he 


said he has to "find out what I'm 
going to do for a job, what my wife is go- 
ing to do for a job. about school for my 
children and where we are going to 
live." 


Kudirka said in an interview con- 


ducted through an interpreter that the 
Russians were stopped twice from kill- 
ing him when he attempted to escape to 
the United States by boarding a U.S. 
Coast Guard cutter from his Soviet fish-

Austria will 
continue its 
help for Jews 


VIENNA (AP) - Chancellor Bruno 


Kreisky, who leaves Saturday for an of- 
ficial visit to the United States, says 
Austria is determined to continue acting 
as a transfer point for Jewish emigres 
from the Soviet Union. 


The flow of immigrants has never 


halted despite the closing last year of 
the Schoenau transit camp, the 62-year- 
old Socialist leader said in an interview 
with The Associated Press. Instead, 
other camps were arranged for them. 


Two Arab terrorists seized three So- 


viet Jews in September 1973, shortly af- 
ter their train crossed the Austrian bor- 
der. They held them until Kreisky 
agreed to close the Schoenau transit 
camp through which the immigrants 
funneled to Israel. 


Kreisky, who is of Jewish ancestry, 


was criticized by a number of foreign 
leaders, including Israeli officials. 


"This has been completely misunder- 


stood in the world," he said. "Every- 
body has been able to see in the mean- 
time that we are determined to continue 
to be a transfer country." 


He said some in Israel considered him 


a traitor for not automatically siding 
with Israel on every issue. 


"I cannot allow any people, living in 


Israel or anywhere else in the world, to 
tell me, 'You are not an Austrian, you 
area Jew,' " he said. 


The present transit camp in a Vienna 


suburb is the third such facility. Mayor 
Leopold Gratz wants it moved because it 
is close to a densely populated housing 
project. Kreisky refused to say whether 
a fourth transit camp would be set up or 
where it might be located. 


"I do not plan to give any hints to 


these people," he said, referring to ter- 
rorists. 


Kreisky warned that if the flow of 


Jews out of the Soviet Union increases to 
60,000 a year as a result of the recent So- 
viet-American agreement, "other coun- 
tries must take over a share of the bur- 
den. 


"Nobody has talked to ub w far about 


an increase. If i; takes place, I am sure 
we will be contacted. In that event, we 
will state clearly that the problem has 
become too big for us to carry alone." 


About 40,000 Jews left the Soviet 


Union in 1973, and the number of depar- 
tures is running somewhat lower this 
year. 


The chancellor said that in Washing-

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Costs up 28% in mayor's budget

An Appleton city budget with pro- 


posed expenditures up 28 per cent more 
than this year greeted aldermen at 
Wednesday's City Council meeting. 


The largest spending package in the 


city's history will go to the finance com- 
mittee for review next Monday through 
Thursday and, if necessary, the follow- 
ing Monday. 


In a revised schedule (the third tenta- 


tive schedule drawn up for budget re- 
view this year), the finance committee 
has set Nov. 26 as the target date for 
budget adoption. 


The executive budget from Mayor 


James 'Sutherland includes a total of 
$19,799,771 in expenditures, up from last 
year's nearly $15.5 million. 


But Sutherland trimmed nearly $5 


million from department budget 
requests in coming up with his proposed 
spending package. 


Inflation, necessary employe pay in- 


creases and required expenditures for 


sewers and dutch elm disease are the 
main culprits in the badget that carries 
with it a 13.2 per cent increase in the city 
purpose tax rate and a 15.6 per cent hike 
in the city purpose tax levy. 


It also includes: 
• $498,700 in a wage adjustment re- 


serve that is used to pay employe salary 
increases that are usually settled after 
the budget is adopted. That is up over 
the $198,000 budgeted for this year. 


• Eight new policemen, four of them 


not to be hired until the new station 
along Walnut Street is finished late next 
year, but not the 12 new firemen re- 
quested by Fire Chief Fred Selig. 


• $154,500 for acquisition of new in- 


dustrial development land on the north- 
east side, next to the Northeast Indus- 
trial Park. There was nothing in the 1974 
budget for industrial park land acquisi- 
tion. 


• A $200,000 contingency fund, double 


the fund in this year's budget, which ad- 
ministration officials say is necessary 
because of inflation and the possible 


conversion to a new, computerized ac- 
counting system in the finance depart- 
ment that isn't separately budgeted for. 


• A public works and engineering 


budget of $7,979,548, up 39 per cent over 
the amount budgeted this year. The fig- 
ure is still about $2.5 million less that 
the original department request of $10.4 
million. 


The emphasis in Sutherland's budget 


is on sewer construction and reconstruc- 
tion, especially storm sewers. A total of 
$1,191,279 is earmarked for storm sewer 
construction, the cost for which cannot 
be assessed against adjoining property 
owners but must instead be raised from 
tax or bond issue revenues. 


This year, about $244,400 will be spent 


on storm sewer construction. 


No new sanitary sewer construction is 


budgeted, but $687,150 is allocated for 
reconstruction.

fee revenues. 


The fee that was last raised in July 


will have to go up again about midyear 
in order to raise $186,234 more in reve- 
nues required for 1975.

A total of 
$993,939 must be raised to meet 1975 op- 
erating costs. 


• A total of SI,137,397 in consultant 


fees for the sewage treatment plant. 
Some $890,000 of that will go for a sewer 
inspection and rehabilitation program 
that will be carried out beginning next 
year by the consultants, Consoer Towns- 
end Associates. 


Howeyer, $742,500 of that will be re- 


trievable in federal aids that are still 
being sought for the sewage plant ex- 
pansion project. 


• A $2,094,118 general obligation bond 


issue, which the mayor says should in- 
clude the storm sewer work as well as 
$335,943 in concrete paving and $410,800 
in 11 other construction projects. 


• $26,974 in operational expenditures 


for the new swimming pool at Appleton 
High School-West.

Soil samples from the tower 


NEENAH - Soil testers bored 25 feet 


under the old City Hall Wednesday. 
What they found appears to add optim- 
ism to the efforts of citizens trying to 
save the 1888 clock tower. 


The Citizen's Clock Tower Committee 


paid about $700 to bring in experts from 
the Soil Testing Services of Wisconsin, 
of Green Bay. The testing is the first 
step towards determining whether the 
clock tower can stand on its own as an 
historical marker when the vacated City 
Hall structure is leveled. 


William Kwasny and Keith Mast of the 


Green Bay firm did the testing on the 
Commercial and Doty streets sides of. 
the tower. They worked their equipment 
10 feet below the surface, then tested at 
five-foot intervals down to 25 feet. Mast 
explained the 25-foot depth was the ap- 
proximate "zone of influence" of the 
building's footings. 


Using a standard penetration test, 


they determined the density of the soil 
and then brought up samples from each 
five-foot interval. The samples are 
forced into a hollow tube. 


After the 15-foot sample, Kwasny said 


there was good clay and dense sand, 
gravel and clay deposits. At the end of 
the sampling on the Commercial Street 
side, Kwasny said the very tough clay 
they found constitutes a good omen for 
the clock tower. 


However, the findings of the testers as 


to soil type and strength won't be com- 
pleted for about a week, after they are 
studied back in the company offices.

Morris said: "We definitely have a 


communications gap. 


"It involved a lot of things, including 


the effectiveness of certain medical 
treatment," he said of the meeting. 
"Sometimes I think it's like Nixon not 
knowing what his cabinet was dging." 


He said he was the best judge of when 


he was ready to play and said Shula was

Posting of land must adhere 
to state guidelines

After receiving a number of inquiries 


from landowners and hunters, the Out- 
agamic County district attorney's office 
today issued a"set of guidelines for post- 
ing land against trespassing, as defined 
by the Wisconsin statutes. 


For land to be posted, a sign at least 11 


inches square must be placed in at least 
two conspicuous places for every 40 
acres to be protected. 


The sign must carry an appropriate 


notice and the name of the person giving 
the notice, followed by the word 
"owner" if the person giving the notice 
is the holder of legal title to the land, or 
by the word "occupant" if the person 
giving notice is the legal occupant of the 
land. 


It is illegal for someone to post land 


without first obtaining the express con- 
sent of the lawful owner or occupant of 
the land. 


Violations of legally posted land may 


result in fines up to $50 or up to 30 days 
in jail for failure to pay. 


If hunters see that" land is legally 


posted and they still wish to hunt there, 
they should contact the legal owner or 
occupant. If that person's identity can- 
not be determined locally, the hunters 
may obtain it from plat books available 
at the county clerk's office. 


Conservation wardens are responsible 


for policing publicly owned lands, while 
private land policing is under the juris- 
diction of the sheriff's department.

Kissinger's 
Turkish visit 
is called off 


ANKARA. Turkey (AP) - Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger's visit to 
Turkey has been canceled, caretaker 
Premier Bulent Ecevit announced 
today. Kissinger was expected Friday. 


Kissinger -.vas ro come to Turkey at 


the end of his current Middle East 
peacekeeping 
swing for discussions 


with Turkish leaders on the Cyprus 
question and the cutoff of U.S. military 
aid to Turkey. 


Bulent earlier abandoned attempts to 


form a government for the second time 
since the beginning of a political crisis 
seven weeks ago. 


Kissinger met in Amman today with 


King Hussein of Jordan. After a stop in 
Damascus, the Syrian capital he was to 
spend the night in Israel, then go on to 
Turkey on Friday to try to open the door 
to negotiations for a Cyprus settlement. 


But Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit^ 


announced that Kissinger's trip to Tur- 
key had been canceled. He made the an- 
nouncement as 2,000 students at An- 
kara's M i d d l e East Technical 
University staged a campus demonstra- 
tion with signs reading, "Kissinger 
murderer." 


Kissinger on his arrival in Amman 


said once more that the purpose of his 
whirlwind tour was "to get the judg- 
ment of various leaders about prospects 
for peace. 


"I want to reiterate that we attach 


greatest importaance to Jordan," he 
added. 


Jordan's stake in a setlement with Is- 


rael was greatly reduced last week when 
the other Arab leaders at the summit 
conference in Rabat prevailed on Hus- 
sein to renounce Jordan's claim to the 
West Bank of the Jordan River. This 
cleared the way for the summit to recog- 
nize the 'Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion as the government of a future Pa- 
lestinian state on the West Bank, and 
Hussein then said Israel's withdrawal 
from that occupied territory was now 
the PLO's problem, not his. 


Despite Israel's refusal to negotiate 


with the PLO because of its terrorist 
war against the Jewish state, Kissinger 
on Wednesday seemed to leave open the 
possibility of contacts between him and 
the guerrilla leaders. 


"We will remain in close contact with 


all of the parties and encourage prog- 
ress wherever the possibility exists," he 
told newsmen in Cairo. 


Hussein called a special session of the 


Jordanian parliament Sunday to make 
the constitutional changes severing the 
West Bank from his country. Informed 
sources said this would be the prelude to 
a sharp reduction of the Palestinians in 
parliament and the upper levels of gov- 
ernment service. 


Cabinet sources said the government 


of Premier Zaid Rifai, a West-Bank Pa- 
Jestinian, is expected to resign Monday 
or Tuesday. But the sources said Rifai is 
likely to head a new cabinet in which 
there will be minimum Palestinian rep- 
resentation. 


There now are 650,000 Palestinians 


living in the occupied territory west of 
the river, and a .million on the East 
Bank. Many of the latter are refugees 
from the West Bank, but Hussein has 
promised all those on the east side'they 
,will have a choice of remaining Jorda- 
nian or moving to the new Palestine. 


Meanwhile, Israeli Information Min- 


ister Aharon Yariv told a news confer- 
ence that subversive activity in the oc- 
cupied zones had increased since the 
summit meeting and warned: "We will 
not be ruthless but we will be firm." 


He said the Israelis had been conduct- 


ing a dialogue with the Arabs in the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip since they 
were occupied in the 1967 war, a seed of 
coexistence had been planted, and Israel 
would not permit the PLO "to upset this 
dialogue." 


Yariv denied the charge, made by an 


exiled Palestinian leader in Beirut, that 
Israeli forces had made 1,200 arrests on 
the West Bank in recent weeks and had 
jailed 180 Arabs who signed a petition 
backing the PLO. Yariv said there had 
been 50 arrests since the Arab summit 
conference, and none of them were sign- 
ers of the PLO petition. 
Argentina 
acts against 
terrorists 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) - 


With political assassinations occurring 
at the rate of more than one a day, Presi- 
dent Isabel Peron has returned Argen- 
tina to an official state of siege. 


Under the decree signed by Mrs. Pe- 


ron Wednesday, the government can 
hold anyone indefinitely without trial. 
Anyone can be banished to remote cor- 
ners of the country. Public meetings are 
prohibited. 


The proclamation came as a surprise 


but caused little excitement. A state of 
siege has been in effect in Argentina for 
most of the past 40 years. Chile, Brazil, 
Paraguay, and Uruguay also are in a 
state of siege. 


"The state of siege' is a constitutional 


tool that will not alter the political life of 
the country," said Antonio Troccoli, the 
congressional leader of the Radical Ci- 
vic Union, the largest antigovernment 
party. 


But there was widespread concern 


that the state of siege would not end the 
terrorism. 


In the 130 days since President Juan 


D. Peron became president and his 
widow succeeded him, at least 136 per- 
sons have been murdered by left-wing 
or right-wing terrorists. 


Among the victims have been former 


Interior Minister Arturo Mor Roig; 
newspaper publisher David Krailser- 
burd; leftist congressman Rodolfo Or- 
tega Pena; Silvio Frondizi, brother of a 
former president; Federal Police Chief 
Alberto Villar; union leaders and a 
number of army officers. • 


Interior Minister Alberto Rocamora 


said the state of siege was necessary be- 
cause of rumors that an unidentified 
group planned to bomb schoolrooms. 
Thousands kept their children home 
Wednesday because of the rumors. 


The violence in Argentina is the work 


of at least three terrorist organizations. 


The Montonero guerrillas are extreme 


leftists in the Peronist youth movement 
who have declared open war on Mrs. Pe- - 
ron. In retaliation, the ultra-conserva- 
tive Argentine Anti-Communist Al- 
liance has been torturing and gunning 
down leftists. And the Marxist People's 
Revolutionary Army (ERP) has been 
killing army officers in retaliation for 
ERP guerrillas it charges were mur- 
dered in prison. 


The guerrilla groups are well armed 


and highly organized in secret cells. The 
government is expected to concentrate 
its campaign on the leftists, believing 
that if they are wiped out right-wing ter- 
rorism will disappear.

tration hopes that President Ford can 
balance the federal budget for the first 
time in seven years are fading fast, 
Treasury Department officials believe. 


They chiefly blame the sagging econ- 


omy, which they feel will reduce the rev- 
enues the government would obtain in 
corporate and individual income taxes. 
In addition, they expect new spending 
pressures from Congress to ease reces- 
sion and unemployment. • 


"My guess at the moment is that the 


revenue prospect for fiscal 1976 makes it 
difficult to assure a balanced budget 
for that year," said Sidney Jones, coun- 
selor to Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon. 


"The challenge for 1976 is to keep the 


spending side of the budget under con- 
trol," said Jones in an 
interview. 


"There is a great risk of it getting out of 
hand." 


Another key Treasury official, who 


did not want to be quoted by name, 
agreed with Jones' assessment that a 
balanced budget would be difficult to 
achieve, especially because of the sag- 
ging economy. 


In addition, this official said 


Tuesday's election results, which gave 
subtantia! gains to the Democrats 
means "we will end up with an ex- 
tremely liberal 94th Congress. 


"Congress will find it extremely diffi- 


cult to resist big spending." 


The Ford administration strategy will 


be to get as much of its economic pro-- 
gram through the final weeks of the 
lame-duck 93rd Congress, including the 
5 per cent income surtax, which already 
has met with considerable opposition. 


Jones said the administration feels 


the Ford tax program — which also in- 


cludes an increase in the investment tax 
credit and tax exemptions for dividends 
on preferred stock — will stand a better 
chance of passage in the existing Cong- 
ress. 


In a speech in Chicago Wednesday 


night, Simon said, in effect, that the 
existing Congress will be irresponsible 
if it fails to enact the Ford program 
promptly. 


"If the Congress refuses to act in the 


next few weeks, we should recognize 
that position for what it is — a con- 
scious, deliberate decision to let infla- 
tion rage on," Simon said. 


He added that inflation has helped 


place American free enterprise system 
"in grave danger today."

PORT HARDY. B C. (AP) - Can 


an isolated island community which 
has long complained of neglect from 
British Columbia and Canadian offi- 
cials find happiness as part of 
Alaska and the United States? 


Even the leader of the secessionist 


movement in the Mount Waddington 
Regional District admits he doesn't 
know, but he says he is anxious to 
try. 


Last month the District Board 


voted to propose the move to the 
governor of Alaska, naming Port 
Hardy Mayor Brian Klaver as 
ambassador to the 49th state. 


Klaver said Wednesday there had 


been no reply to the letter, mailed 


about two weeks ago. The letter 
asked if Alaska would be interested 
in acquiring 8.000 square miles of 
Canadian property with rich timber, 
fishing and mining resources and 
12.000-15.000 inhabitants. 


"We're the ones that are living out 


here, without the amenities, 
providing the-raw materials for 
those people living elsewhere who do 
have the amenities." he said. 


"If Alaska is interested in having 


us join them, perhaps we'll be able 
to get the services we deserve." 


The district encompasses the 


northern tip of Vancouver Island and 
a bit of the British Columbia 
mainland about 300 miles southeast 


of the southern tip of Alaska. 


Access is limited to poorly main- 


tained logging roads and two visits 
a day by an aging, inadequate and 
expensive ferry. Klaver said. 


He said old-timers recall promises 


of a government highway as far back 
as 1928 over a route reportedly sur- 
veyed by British royal engineers. 


Klaver said there are problems in 


private financing for water, sewer 
and other services. 


"Small areas don't have the tax 


base that larger djstricts do," 
Klaver said. "They can't go into debt 
because they don't have enough 
people to pay off the debts." 


He said that those who live in the 


area are mostly young people with 
young children. Near Port Hardy are 
excellent salmon fishing areas, 
major logging and pulp mill opera- 
tions and a large open-pit copper 
mine. 


Klaver said he didn't have figures 


on the area's economy, "but I would 
think it would be pretty substantial 
in terms of the tax dollars that go to 
the provincial government." 


And he says local officials haven't 


told Victoria about the secessionist 
move. 


"They've ignored us, so we're 


ignoring them," he said. "Perhaps 
they'll read about it in the news."

Man hurt 
in blast of 
motor home 


NEW LONDON - A 30-year-old 


Sheboygan man suffered serious burns 
Wednesday afternoon when his motor 
home exploded near the downtown area, 
breaking windows in several nearby 
buildings. 


Earl Hintz, the driver of the vehicle, 


was listed in fair condition at New Lon- 
don Community Hospital, suffering 
from first- and second-degree burns to 
the face, neck and other parts of the 
body. 


Windows on five residences and New 


London Lanes, all in the 100 block of E. 
Wolf River Avenue, were broken. One 
house near the blast sustained 18 broken 
windows in the 12:50 p.m. explosion. 
Windows on at least one house a block 
and one-half away were broken, officials 
said. 


Hintz reportedly had filled the tank on 


the vehicle with propane gas at a local 
outlet only minutes before the explosion. 
Hintz apparently had smelled the gas 
and was squatting down next to the mo- 
tor home, checking for a leak, when it 
exploded. 


Debris was thrown more than 100 feet 


from the scene. Pol ice searched the area 
for most of the afternoon in an attempt 
to discover additional damage. 


Police Chief Jack Algiers asked resi- 


dents in the area to report damage to the 
police department so a more exact esti- 
mate of damage could be made. 


The apparent gas leak is being in- 


vestigated by New London police. They 
have not yet been able to question Hintz, 
but suggested that a pilot light might 
have triggered the explosion. 


An insurance claims adjuster said 


claims from people whose homes were 
damaged 
probably would be made 


against the insurer of the motor home, 
not against the residents' household pol- 
icies. 


Bolivians in revolt 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) — Soldiers and 


civilians revolted today against the 
Jhree-year-old dictatorial regime of 
President Hugo Banzer and were re- 
ported to have taken over the City Hall 
and police station in Santa Cruz, 330 
miles east of La Paz. 


Banzer's government claimed, how- 


ever, that only part of a ranger regiment 
in Santa Cruz had rebelled. There were 
unconfirmed reports that the govern- 
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ment dispatched air force planes to 
Santa Cruz. 


It was not known if there was any 


shooting. 


The joint military command in La Paz 


announced that the revolt was being led 
by Gens. Julio Prado Montano and Or- 
lando Alvarez and former Minister of 
Public Health Carlos Valverde Barberi. 


First word of the revolt came from a 


clandestine radio station, Voice of Lib- 
erty. A short while later, broadcasts in- 
dicated the rebels had taken control of 
Radio Montero 35 miles north of Santa 
Cruz. 


Radio Panamericana, 
which also 


spread the word of the uprising, said u 
was staged by elements of the leftist Na- 
tionalist Revolutionary Movement and 
the Socialist Falange, a rightist group. 


There was no immediate government 


comment and it was not known if there 
was any shooting. 


Radio Panamericana said the revolt 


broke out in Santa Cruz, 330 miles east 
of La Paz, and that the leaders pro- 
claimed'victory there. 


It said the uprising was staged by ele- 


ments of the leftist Nationalist Revolu- 
tionary Movement and the Socialist Fa- 
lange, a rightist group. 


The broadcast said former Health 


Minister Carlos Valverde Barberi and 
Gen. Julio Prado were leading the re- 
volt. 


Radio Panamericana had joined other 


Bolivian radio stations in a "National 
Liberation Network" that accused 
Banzer of "maladministration" and 
said his followers were "lackeys." 


The network said the rebels would re- 


vive nationalism in Bolivia, and that 
Barberi was their "undisputed leader."

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - In a najor 


concession to the Turks, President 
Glafcos Clerides has urged his fellow 
Greek Cypriots for the first tim pub- 
licly to accept a federation of Gree* and 
Turkish Cypriot territory as th- only 
realistic solution to the Cyprus en s. 


"I see no prospect of the Turks accept- 


ing any settlement that does not include 
federation and some geographical basis 
for it," Clerides said in a speech 
Wednesday night. 


"I am sorry if I disappoint you. but we 


must not make the same mist'akes as be- 
fore, confuse what we want with what is 
possible." 


He said the Greek Cypriot approach 


before the Turkish invasion of the island 
last July was based on "false assump- 
tions, terrible mistakes and illusions." 


Sfafemenfs on shootings admitted 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Two for- 


mer National Guardsmen on trial in 
connection with the 1970 Kent State Uni- 
versity shootings say in statements ad- 
mitted in court that they shot men ad- 
vancing on them during a campus 
antiwar demonstration. 


The statements were obtained by the 


FBI from James E. Pierce, 30, of 
Amelia Island, Fla., and Lawrence A. 
Shafer, 28, of Ravenna, Ohio, and were 
presented by the prosecution Wednes- 
day. 


In the statements, both men said they 


believed they were in danger. Pierce 


said he feared he "would not get out 
alive." 


Three of the nine students wounded on 


May 4, 1970, during a confrontation be- 
tween guardsmen and demonstrators 
were among the day's witnesses. The 
gunfire left four students dead. 


Pierce and Shafer gave -their state- 


ments to the FBI three days after the 
shootings, which climaxed four days of 
demonstrations by students protesting 
United States military involvement in 
Cambodia. 


They are among eight former guards- 


men charged with willfully assaulting 
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and intimidating the gunfire victims 
and others by firing in their direction 
and with depriving the victims and oth- 
ers of their right of freedom against loss 
of liberty without due process of law. 


Pierce's statement said he "heard 


students yelling to kill us," as the troops 
advanced up a hill where the shooting 
occurred and that he felt then that "I 
would no get out alive." 


"I saw a man about 10 feet away with 


a rock in his hand and fired at him and 
the man fell," the Pierce statement 
said, "As he fell, the man appeared to 


be hit. I saw another man with a rock in 
his hand and shot at him but missed." 


Shafer's statement said students be- 


gan to surround the guardsmen as the 
troops moved up the hill. 


"The mood of the mob was hostile and 


I felt I was in danger," Shafer's state- 
ment said. "There was a man advancing 
towards me with his hand upraised m a 
gesture"and his other hand behind him. 
He said he believed the man was plan- 
ning to injure "someone on the hill." 


"I fired at the man because I felt I was 


danger of attack from him," Shafer said 
in his statement. 


He said the main illusion "was that we 


could treat the Turkish Cypriot commu- 
nity as a simple minority, without tak- 
ing into account it was backed by Tur- 
key with a population of 33 million. 


"In reality we are the minority. 
"The problem we face today is that 40 


per cent of Cyprus territory and 70 per 
cent of the island's economic production 
capability are under Turkish occupa- 
tion, that 200,000 Greek Cypriots have 
become refugees and that the state of 
our economy creates a problem of survi- 
val for the Greek community." 


Clerides has been trying to negotiate a 


settlement with Rauf Denktash, the 
leader of the Turkish Cypriot commu- 
nity. But before the decisive Turkish 
military victory in July, most Greek 
Cypriots would have regarded such ad- 
vice as a betrayal. 


The timing of Clerides' statement - 


just before Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger visits Ankara on Friday •- 
was considered 
significant. He' ap- 


peared to have given Kissinger a pow- 
erful argument to use in urging Turkey 
to open negotiations with Greece. 


"In future negotiations, we must take 


into account, not theoretical solutions, 
but how a mutually acceptable nego- 
tiated settlement can be reached, so that 
the foreign troops can be withdrawn and 
the refugees returned to their homes," 
Clerides said. 


"We must not feel that last week's 


United Nations resolution on Cyprus set- 
tles the problem of the withdrawal of the 
Turkish troops or the return of the refu- 
gees. 
We must realize there are 40,000 


Turkish troops he.-e." 
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Father Cornell1 s victory 


The defeat of incumbent Republican Congressman Harold 


Froehlich by Father Robert Cornell reveals on a local scale 
the mood of voters nationally, which contributed to the Dem- 
ocratic landslide. 


The initial conclusion reached from an analysis of voting 


patterns in the district is that labor and farm groups pro- 
vided Rev. Cornell with his winning margin. The obvious is- 
sue which would bring those groups together is inflation and 
the state of the economy in which both the laboring man and 
the farmer have taken an economic beating. 


There is some irony in the-fact that these groups of voters 


now have come to rely on a Democratic Congress to solve 
economic piubieuib when live fact of the mailer is that it was 
President Lyndon Johnson and the Democratic Congress of 
that time who laid the groundwork for this inflationary pe- 
riod with their "guns and butter" approach to the problem of 
financing the war in Vietnam. It is also somewhat ironic that 
these voters believe in the ability of the Democratic party to 
control and-reduce federal spending which certainly is one 
necessity if the inflation rate is to be blunted. 


A second conclusion from the voting totals by county in the 


Eighth Congressional District is that Froehlich was'beaten 
as much by Republicans who stayed away from the polls as 
by Democrats who turned out. He was almost 10,000 votes 
shy of the total he achieved in his home county two years 
ago; he "lost" 5.000 Republican votes in Waupaca County, 
1,500 in each of Marinette and Oconto Counties and 3.000 in 
Shawano County. That's a total of over 20,000 votes, and he 
only lost by 7.000. 


Watergate, Froehlich's vote on impeachment and Presi- 


dent Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon have to be included as 
factors in so many Republicans staying home Tuesday. 
These factors have been discounted by most political ana- 
lysts recently, but they came back to haunt Froehlich. 


The Democratic sweep poses great responsibilities on the 


winning party to tackle and solve economic problems. But it 
also presents a momentous challenge to the Republican 
party which has only two short years before the 1976 presi- 
dential election to restore a two-party political system in this 
state and in the nation. 


Kissinger in India 


Before he joined other American delegates at the World 


Food Conference in Rome. Secretary of State Henry Kiss- 
inger spent some time in New Delhi trying to mend the rag- 
ged relationships between the United States and India. 


"A new page" has been turned in those relationships, Sec- 


retary Kissinger told reporters. But the suspicions on both 
sides remain. 


Suspicions can hardly be avoided when one nation must 


depend for its very existence upon another. Since gaining in- 
dependence from Great Britain, India has made few strides 
toward self-sufficiency in foods. Its population continues to 
increase at a high level. 


In the 1960's India accepted about $10 billion in economic 


aid from the United States and it was a difficult gift to swal- 
low. Defensively, the Indians often claim that the aid was 
really an American attempt to wield political influence. 


When the Nixon Administration tilted toward Pakistan in 


the conflict over Bangladesh, India began to think we were 
taking it for granted. 


But there have been other events in other countries which 


some Indian leaders have seen as proof of nefarious United 
States interference. Secretary' Kissinger found it necessary 
to reply directly to these suspicions, denying U.S. activity in 
attempts to oust Cuban and Chilean leaders. 


Unfortunately Indian officials are also aware that the 


Nixon Administration had authorized some $8 million spent 
in Chile to try to prevent the election of Salvador Allende or 
make it impossible for him to govern as president. The Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency remains a shadowy threat to nations 
where intrigue and subterfuge are commonplace. India is no 
exception. 


United States officials are concerned, and rightly so, about 


the gradual movement of the Soviet Union into the subcon- 
tinent and the Indian Ocean since the withdrawal of military 
forces, roal or implied, of the British Empire. Our relation- 
ship with' India must in the future rely upon integrity, an ele- 
ment missing in both domestic and foreign issues in the 
Nixon Administration. The half million tons of food which 
Secretary Kissinger promised the Indians is no substitute.

There's a new brand of outlaw on the horizon, partner. A 


rustler, no less. A bee rustler. 


"The rustlers know the business," reports Harold Ach- 


tenhagen, who buys and sells bees in Western Springs, 111. 
"They drive up in trucks, plug the entrance of the hives, cart 
them away, and mix the bees with their own bees." Unlike 
cattle in the good old rough riding range days, bees are hard 
to brand. And once mixed up they are pretty hard to sepa- 
rate. 


But why would anyone want to rustle bees? There are a 


couple of reasons. There are these people who want natural 
foods and honey has become their major source of sweet. 
And there is the high price of cane sugar. The more bees, the 
more honey, the more profit. 


Some beekeepers are branding the hives, each one of 


which may contain 100,000 bees. But that's only a temporary 
and inadequate solution. Mixing m a few of the vicious Afri"- 
can bees would deter rustlers but their importation is illegal 
and dangerous. 


So - if there are strange bees in the neighborhood, get in 


touch with the vigilantes. Come to think of it, rounding them 
up might be a good task for Wisconsin's Posse Comitatus.

Ford finally canceled the 
proposal last weekend, although it was still 
being pressed by some White House aides. 


The fact that he seriously considered the idea, 


however, reveals that he still has a lot to learn 
about national leadership, and how it is main- 
tained. 
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cause he shares with his unfortunate predeces- 
sor. Richard Nixon, two grave political weak- 
nesses. He does not seem to understand when 
enough is not enough and when it is overkill. 
And he is apparently as mesmerized by tele- 
vision as was Nixon. He seems to believe that if 
he describes events in his own terms, without 
suffering the translation of the press, the magic 
of the presidency will convince the public of his 
correctness, despite any facts or evidence to the 
contrary. 


A last-minute television appeal by the Presi- 


dent would have cost the Republican National 
Committee an inflationary bundle, depending 
»upon the time segment purchased. Two other 
figures provide a clue. On the Thursday and 


Sunday evenings preceding the election, the 
Democratic and Republican parties each pur- 
chased five-minute spots in prime time, for indi- 
vidual totals of S24.000.

vision networks. Last month, the President de- 
manded free television.time for an "important" 
speech. The networks learned of its content and 
refused on grounds that it wasn't newsworthy. 
The President insisted, and prevailed. That was 
his famous appeal to citizens to plant victory 
gardens, which they cannot do until next spring. 
Its urgency escaped most people. 


Then the President granted one network an 


exclusive interview, sought since his elevation 
three months ago. The network thought the tim-" 
ing, practically on the eve of the election, a bit 
awkward, if refused to be used. 


Neither incident enhanced the President's 


reputation for either candor or intelligence, let 
alone political sophistication. 


Television appearances, by the president of 


the United States or by anyone else, are simply 
not a substitute for action to correct problems 
that any damn fool can recognize. Hopefully, 
now that the election is over, the President will 
forget about television public relations and get 
down to the business of fighting the recession 
and the inflation.

Proxmire jogs a strange path 


MADISON — In the showers of press 


releases and other events of a strange 
campaign season, there was a telling 
footnote. 


Sen. William Proxmire, senior of the 


big men of the state Democratic party, 
for the first time in his career of more 
than two decades of stumping the state 
and shaking all the hands within reason- 
able distance, campaigned for partisan 
colleagues on the Democratic side of the 
ballot. 


Among those who had the benefit of 


his benevolent ministrations — al- 
though he obviously did not need or seek 
them — was his "junior" colleague, 
Sen.

world, the date of the oath of senatorial 
office is all-controlling. Proxmire ar- 
rived in 1957. Nelson won his seat in 1962 
and protocol dictates that Proximire is 
senior as long as they serve together. 


The question asks itself: What was 


Proximire, the great loner of Wisconsin 
politics, doing this year when he em- 
braced the Nelson cause, among others, 
when every certified Democrat remem- 
bered that he always had preferred be- 
fore to campaign on his own? 


In a time when every reasonably se- 


cure U.S. senator is confessing, obli- 
quely or otherwise, that he feels as qua- 
lified for the 1976 party nomination for 
the presidency as those who are arbi- 
trarily submitted to fractions of the 
electorate by the professional pollsters, 
a surmise is irresistible. 


He wants, it is plausible to suppose, to

Woehler says

Outagamie County Executive Alvin

and demanded that a court judgment be 
1 cadeled. 


Woehler's abrupt 
announcement 


came at a meeting of the property, 
building and maintenance committee. 
In other events at the meeting: 


• Supv. Nick Karras, committee 


chairman, demanded an apology from a 
member of the board of social services 
who charged collusion between Karras 
and Woehler on holding up social serv- 
ices space studies. 


• Karras and other committee mem- 


bers accused the personnel committee 
of deliberately holding up a property 
committee resolution. 


Woehler's decision to go back into 


court came out during his response to 
the collusion charge and an apparent 
reference to finance committee actions, 
although he did not detail what he was 
talking about. 


"Some things have to happen," Woeh- 


ler said, apparently meaning that he 
would not tolerate further attacks on 
himself. "Last night we came to the end 
of the line. I have this judgment out- 
standing and I will not referee it out. I 
want a court judgment. I don't like this 
political hustling; it is driving a wedge 
between, the legislative and executive 
branches. I don't think this office or the 
corporation counsel have failed." 


The court action Woehler referred to 


is a declaratory judgment he is seeking 
in Circuit Court over who has the au- 
thority to appoint members to the board 
of social services. County Board Chair- 
man Eugene Higgins said last April that 
the county board has the authority to 
elect its members to. the social services 
board and Woehler's court action chal- 
lenges that ruling. 


Circuit Court Judge Gordon Myse 


then asked Woehler and Higgins to out- 
line all areas of dispute involving the 
relative authority of each side, and ap- 
pointed Thomas Headrick of Lawrence 
University as a mediator to see what is- 
sues could be resolved outside of court. 


Higgins, who was present when Woeh- 


ler made his announcement, said he did 
not know what grounds Woehler would 
have to end the negotiations. "I can't 
think of anything that has been done to 
put our dealings with the referee in 


jeopardy," Higgins said. 


There have been four sessions with 


Headrick so far. "I feel there has been 
progress," Higgins said, "and 1 thought 
they (Woehler and Corp. Counsel Wil- 
liam Schuh) felt the same." The present 
status is that each side is supposed to be 
submitting proposals lor review. 


Woehler said he would seek a meeting 


with Myse today to formally end the ne- 
gotiations and go back into coun. 


The collusion charge had been made 


by. Supv. Emmett Root. Karras con- 
tended that the remark "impinged" his 
character and demanded an apology. 


Root apologized for using the word, 


conceding it may have, been too strong. 
But, he said, "I am tired of things being 
pushed under the table."

fractures when his auto left the roadway

That means 
much tougher conservation measures, 
including import 
restrictions. Ulti- 


mately, it may well mean that hated 
gasoline tax. 


Consequently, the early conduct by ex- 


Federal Maritime administrator An- 
drew Gibson as Sawhill's successor is 
being viewed with both hope and appre- 
hension. In contrast to Sawhill, Gibson 
sits through meetings silent as a sphinx. 
That could mean he will take the course 
of non-resistance to the oil lobbyists and 
their allies in government. However, 
there is also hope that such silence 
means he will follow Sawhill's correct 
policies, but with more discretion, tact 
and even success.

The A d v i s o r y C o u n c i l on the 


Unemployment Compensation Law 
mevts Friday in the first of a series of 
hearings to discuss replies 10 economic 
pressures which, in many states, are 
eroding the strength of the treasuries 
from which jobless benefits are drawn. 


In the 1930s. Wisconsin adopted the 


first sophisticated replacement of the 
old-fashioned dole. Congress

program .is a guideline. 


Thanks to backing of U.S. funds, it is 


considered unlikely that a worker 
thrown out of his job would be unable to 
draw jobless benefits. 


But Wisconsin's reserve fund is not as 


healthy as the council would like, and 
fund treasurer W. Keegan Partridge 
said the council wants recommenda- 
tions from the fund's staff, the workers 
whom the fund safeguards and the em- 
ployers who subsidize it. 


Many solutions are available, and al- 


• most any one of them is going to be un- 


popular wuh somebody. 


For example, employers who are re- 


quired to underwrite the fund might be 
required to pay more to keep the fund's 
reserve in sound strength. Employers 
cannot be expected to be enthused about 
that approach, and their cost increases 
presumably would be passed on to con- 
sumers. 


An alternative would be to reduce ben- 


efits which jobless workers are entitled 
lo draw from the fund, but organized la- 
bor cannot be expected to be enchanted 
with that idea. 


Therefore, the council's hearings can 


be expected to attract considerable de- 
bate. 


Keegan said the fund had an adequate 


reserve for years, particularly because 
of the money which employers put in it 
during the economically lush 1940s. 


The reserves helped the fund weather 


the recessions of 195S and. 1961, he said. 
The current recession, however, is ap- 
plying unaccustomed stress, he sard. 


The U.S. government has an adequate 


reserve plan. Keegan said, "but there is 
a hooker. As soon as Uncle Sam steps in 
to reinforce a state reserve, he lays 
down rules. It is best to keep your state 
fund balanced and avoid that." 


"We are probably ranked I3th or Hth 


or 15th" among the states in reserve- 
health, he said. Other states have not 
been as fortunate. 


The State of Washington drained its 


reserve trying to keep pace with layoffs 
in its aerospace industry. Keegan said. 
Michigan. Pennsylvania and Alaska 
have had similar problems. 


He said Connecticut got into trouble 


after increasing costs by basing benefits 
on family needs. 


Wisconsin allows a maximum benefit 


of S9S a week. Keegan said actual pay- 
ment has been running about $68 a week 
under a formula reflecting such factors 
as a worker's length of employment 
prior to layoff andjiis average weekly 
income. 


Employers feed the fund with pay- 


ments based on the first $-4.200 earned 
annually by an employe. Keegan said 
the fund's revenue could be increased 
by amending the formula, which is an- 
other way of saying employers would 
pay a tax increase. 


Factors increasing demands on the 


fund include rising wages. While pav- 
menis to the fund are based on a 
worker's taxable income, benefits 
drawn from it are based on gross in- 
come, he said. 


Another pressure is reflected in la- 


bor's demand that the state cancel its 
rule for making a person ineligible for 
compensation during the first week of 
joblessness. Keegan said. 


Adding 
first-week 
compensation 


would increase the drain. 


State reserves are kept in the U.S. 


Treasury, drawing interest of about S'/i 
per cent. Keegan said the interest alone 
was enough to keep the reserve up to de- 
mands until about three years ago. 


In fact, state reserves throughout the 


country have been deteriorating slowly 
for about 15 years, he said, citing an in- 
flation rate of about 2 or 3 per cent, 
lately, the rate has jumped to better 
than 10 percent. 


"My own observation of it is that it 


doesn't mean we will go broke tomor- 
row." he said. "But we are becoming 
concerned because of the trend."

There's little that can 
be done for 'foot drop' 


Dr. Thosteson: My wife started 


to have a problem with her left foot 18 


•wlhonths ago. It seemed to have a slight 
J^drop" as she walked. 
.s»-mShe fell and broke her wrist. It has 


t~Tiealed up but since then her leg started 
v 
to get weaker, although she felt good, no 
pain at all. 


After a check she was told she had a 


muscle problem, but not multiple scle- 
rosis. Another doctor said he thought it 
was caused from her spine. 


Our own doctor called it a "foot drop" 


which can be caused by many things. 
Tests showed she did not have a stroke, 
but now when she stands for just a few 
moments, she gets awfully weak. Are 
there any other ideas on this problem, 
any medicine or shots that might help? 
-T.R.G. 


As you now know, there are various 


causes of "foot drop," and you have 
eliminated some of the more 
fright- 


ening ones. 


The only additional one that occurs to 


me is a disorder called Charcot-Marie- 
Tooth disease. It involves the pereoneal 
nerve which controls the peroneal 
muscle. As the nerve no longer actuates 


the muscle, the muscle, unused, loses 
its strength. It begins slowly, and prog- 
resses, as in your wife's case. 


It occurs in families and is hereditary. 
Unfortunately there is little that can 


be done for it; on the other side of the 
ledger, one authoritative reference text 
adds, "This disorder is the least inca- 
pacitating of the muscular atrophies 
and dystrophies. Patients remain active 
for years and may live an average life 
span." 


Although there is no known medica- 


tion or treatment, massage and exer- 
cises may help the functioning of the 
foot, but she probably will need a brace 
to stabilize her ankle. There may be 
numbness, tingling or abnormal sensa- 
tions such as prickling. 


There is one remote possibility which. 


may be of interest to some other reader. 
Poisoning from heavy metals (including 
arsenic) can cause foot drop. However, 
it is rare outside industry — and so far 
as I know, is disappearing in industry as 
the danger of such heavy metals is 
known. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a woman 


past 75. For the last 10 years I have suf- 
fered with varicose veins and phlebitis. 
For the last four years 1'also have had 
neuritis. 


My problem is this: One doctor tells 


me that to have these veins operated on 
(removed) while I still have neuritis 
would lead to disastrous results. An- 
other doctor tells me this is not so, and I 
would not get any bad results from hav- 
ing neuritis. I am puzzled as to which is 
right. - Mrs. L.F.D. 


All I can do is give you my opinion — I 


concur with the second doctor. In fact, 
removal of the veins could eliminate or 
decrease the discomfort attributed to 
the neuritis. 
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Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it harmful to 


sleep under an electric blanket or sleep 
with a heating pad all night? — E.P.J. 


I continue to warn against leaving a 


heating pad on all night, particularly for 
older folks whose circulation isn't too 
good. Unlike a hot water bottle, a heat- 
ing pad doesn't gradually cool off. It 
maintains temperature. And the fact is 
that a temperature that does not bum 
with short exposure can burn the skin on 
continued exposure. The average person 
does not realize how relatively low a 
temperature can burn. 


However, I have no objection to elec- 


tric blankets otherwise.
